Details: 

EXAMINATION OP ABRAHAM BROTHI^IAN and NAOMI BROTHT^AW 
IN SUPPLEMENTARY PROCEEDINGS 

The follovling is a summery of information 
obtained from ABRAHAM BROTHIIAN and NAOMI BROTHMAN 
during their examination in Supplementary Proceedings 
conducted December 7 , 1950 by Vincent Paul Rao, 
Assistant United States Attorney, Southern District of 
New York. 


In this examination# BROTHI^IAN testified 
that he resided in a three and one -half room apartment 
at 4108 42nd Street, Dong island City, with his 
wife, two chlldzen, end mother-ln-lav^.

Pennsylvania, according to which IhejTWei^ 'committed to pay

BROTHMAW adv:*aed that his only banl^ accounts 
vierc those maintained in connection with his business. 

He said that he kept these accounts at the NATIONAL CITY

BROTHMAH also stated that up until July, 
1950, he drew an average of $100 a week from his 
business . BROTHMAN stated that he has no seife deoosit 
box, but that his wife might have one. He also said 
that he has a life insurance policy idththc COI.(Jt©IAN 
NATIONAL LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY, with his wife or 
children named as beneficiaries.

Swan, Chief Judge: 

These are appeals from judgments of conviction and 
sentence upon an indictment which charged both appellants 
with the crime of conspiracy, 18 U. S. C. ^88 (1946 ed.), 
and Brothman alone with the substantive offense of en- 
deavoring to persuade a witness to give false testimony 
before a federal grand jury, 18 U. S. C. §241 (1946 ed.). 
Brothman was sentenced to consecutive terms of 2 and 
5 years and fines of $10,000 and $5,000 on the respective 
counts j Moskowitz was sentenced to 2 years’ imprisonment 
and fined $10,000. Brothman’s appeal raises a single is- 
sue, namely, failure to prove venue of the substantive of- 
fense. The appeal of Moskowitz challenges the suflSciency 
of the evidence to prove her participation in the conspiracy, 
and asserts prejudicial error in the prosecution’s summa- 
tion. 

We address ourselves first to the conspiracy count. In the 
summer of 1947 a federal grand jury in and for the southern 
district of New York was conducting an investigation of 
possible violations of the espionage laws. Brothman and 
one Gold were summoned to appear as witnesses before 
this grand jury. The conspiracy count charged that both

api>ellBntB together with (}old^ who was samed as a con- 
spirator but not as a defendant, agreed that Brothman 
should give false testimony before the grand jury, ahonld 
mform Gold thereof, and Gold ahotdd likewise give false 
testimony consonant with Brothman’s. The ease against 
the appellants was made largely by the testimony of Gold. 
Moskowitz does not question the sufficiency of the evidence 
to prove that such a conspiracy existed between Brothman 
and Gold, but contends that she was not shown to have 
been a party to it. An ex a m i n a t ion of the record con- 
vinces us beyond doubt that the contention is groundless. 
Without discussing the evidence in detail it will suffice to 
refer to a few incidents which indicate that she repeatedly 
assisted in making jibe the false stories of the two main 
actors. After Gold had been interviewed by agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, he recounted in the pres- 
ence of Brothman and Moskowits viiat he had told the 
agents, and Brothman remarked that he had made “a very 
fine choice of a story.” The inference that the story was false 
must have been obvious to Moskowitz. She was also pres- 
ent when Gold refused to tell Brothman about his espionage 
activities because Brothman "was already deeply enough 
involved.” When Brothman was considering testifying 
before the grand jury to a story ffifferent from that he 
had originaUy told the F. B. I. agents Mo^owitz expressed 
eancem Md told Gold she was going to teU Brothman to 
try to stick to the original story; and Ae later told Gold 
that she ^d attorney Needleman persuaded Brothman to 
do so. Finally, on the night before Gold was to testify, 
Moskowitz said that she wished to go home early "so that 
Abe [Brothman] and I would have plenty of time to match 
our stories before my ai^ranoe before the grand jury 
the next morning.” 

The next contention of ^spellant Moskowitz is that she 
was prejudiced by repeated statements in the prosecutor's 
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ranunation that the f^efense had failed to contradict the 
govenunent^s testunony. It is conceded that as a general 
rule a reference to the testimony for the prosecution as 
uncontradicted is not an indirect comment on the defen- 
dant’s failure to testify, but the appellant contends that 
an exception exists where the only persons who could con- 
tradict the testimony are the defendants themselves.* As- 
suming argM^enido that such an exception should be recog- 
nised, we do not t h i nk that the appellant’s case falls within 
it. The prosecutor’s comments were general and made 
without express reference to Moskowitz. It is possible to 
explain them as covering occurrences as to which contra- 
diction could have come from others than this appellant. 
For example, the comment to which objection was first 
interposed was the following: “The truth of the testimony 
offered here by Miss Bentley, Gold and others is conclu- 
sively established by the failure of the defense to produce 
one solitary word contradicting any of this testimony.” 
In overruling the objection the court stated, “I will deal 
with that later properly myself.” And in his charge the 
judge instructed the jury that they may not “infer guilt 
nor even draw a single unfavorable inference against the 
defendants because they did not take the stand.” We think 
this was all that was required.* 

We turn now to Brothman’s appeal. The court’s charge 
limited the substantive crime to endeavoring to influence 
Gold to give false testimony, and the jury was told that 
the Government did not have to prove the success of the

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endeavor. Concedediy all of Brothn^’s ‘‘epdeavors” to 
induence Gold’s testimony took place in the eastern district 
of New York, althongh Gold’s testimony was given in the 
southern district. The contention on appeal is failure of 
proof of venue. At the close of the prosecutor’s case, Broth- 
man moved for a directed verdict on count 2 on the ground 
that the evidence was insufficient. This motion was re- 
newed at the end of the entire case. The Government’s 
only answer to the appellant’s argument is that Brothman 
waived his constitutional privilege to be tried where the 
crime was committed by going to trial in the southern 
district without objection, Where the indictment discloses 
lack of venne, going to trial without objection to venue is 
a waiver. United States v. Jones, 2 Cir., 162 P. 2d 72, 73. 
There is a dictum in United States v. Michelson, 2 Cir.,' 165 
F. 2d 732, 734, aff’d, 335 U. S. 469, that the same result may 
f oUow if the defendant is warned of the defect during the 
course of the trial. In the case at bar Brothman could not 
know that venue would not be proved until the prosecutor’s 
evidence was closed; he then moved for a directed verdict. 
We may assume arguendo that he argued the motion and 
said nothing about failure to prove venue, he might be 
held to have waived the defect But the motion was denied 
without argument being beard. In UnUed States v. Jones 
7 Cir., 174 P. 2d 746, Judge Minton (now Mr. Justice Min- 
ton), speaking for the court, held that a motion for ac- 
quittal made at the conclusion of all the evidence properly 
raised the question of venue in the court belo^f Such a 
motion need not specify the groundis thereffifTWe agree 
with the Seventh Circuit decision. Accordingly Broth- 
man’s conviction on count 2 must be reversed* The con- 
viction of both appellants on the conspiracy count is 
affirmed.

Tou mill recall that in my memorandum of August 2, 
1951, it was pointed out that on July 6, 1951, the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals , Seconds Circuit, reversed 
Brothlsan^s conviction on the subs tantij^off ease charging 
him with attempting to persuade Barrs^ol d to give false 
witness before a Federal Brand Jury » ^Further, that this 
reversal was based on the grounds that the venue for the 
offense mas outside the jurisdiction of the Southern District 
of New York* It mas pointed out that the matter mas being 
referred to the Department for their advice as to the pos- 
sibility of further proceeding against Brothman on the sub^ 
stantive violation in the Eastern District of New York^ 


The Department by memorandum of August 14, 1941, 
advised that they contemplated no further prosecutive action

Appeals for the Second Circuit in a decision by Chief Jud^e 
THOMAS SWAN, vith Judges LEABNED HAI'JD and AUGUSTUS N, HAND 
afflriued the conviction of BROTHMAN and MIR TAM 
«aS|aLI 22 _on the conspiracy count but reversed bfie Son- ~ 
Eviction of BROTHMAN on the count In the indictm£it which 
charged him with attempting to persuade -to 

give false testimony before a Federal Gr^HTw^TST 1Q)l7 
This Circuit Court ruling stated, "Brothman^s appeal raises 
a single issue, namely, failure to prove venue of the 
substantive offense^" Concerning BROl'HMAN^S appeal on the 
substantive offense, this Circuit Court ruling further 
stated. The Court »s charge limited the substantive crime 
to endeavoring to influence Gold to give false testimony 
and the jwy v;as told that the Government did not have 
to prove the success of the endeavor conoedine all of 
Brothman«s 'endeavors* to influence Gold's testimony took 
place in the Eastern District of New York. Gold's testi- 
mony was given in the Southern District of New York* The 
contention on appeal is failure of proof of venue.’’ The 
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Circuit Court went on to soy thot at the close of -the 
prosecutor* s c::sc moved for a directed verdict 

on count tvio (substantive offense) on the ground that the 
evidence was insufficient* This motion was renewed at the 
end of the case* The enswor given by the GovorninL>nt was 
that BR0THi:'l’..N waived his constitutional privilege to be 
tried where the crime was committod by going to trial In 
the Southern District of How York without objection* The 
Circuit Court ruling said that v;hcrc the indictment discloses 
lack of venue, going to trial without objection to venue is 
a via Ivor; however, in this caso BROTHhi.N could not know that 
venue would not be proved until the prosecutor’s ovidence 
was closed* He then moved for a directed verdict# This 
court held that a motion for acquittal made at the conclusion 
of all the evidence properly raised the question of venue 
in the court below, and that such a motion need not specify 
the grounds therefor* Accordingly, it reversed BROTBIAII’S 
conviction on the second count in the indictment* 

During a conference with JOHN M. POLEY, Assistant 
United States Attorney ^ Southern District of Hew York, he 
expressed the opinion that the Statute of Limitations had 
run in this particular case and the running of the Statute 
would operate as a bar against further prosecution of BROTHMN 
on the substantive count of the indictment. He was of the 
further opinion that the Government would not appeal this 
depision of the Circuit Court* 

This matter was also presented to the Department 
of Justice and in a memorandum received from Assistant 
Attorney General J.IMES H. MC IKi!5iHEy dated November 23, 

1951 , it was pointed out tht.t the further prosecution of 
BROTHM/ 1 .N was barred by tho Statute of Limitations, and that 
no further action was contemplated by the Department of 
Justice in this mrsttor* 

A check of the records maintained by tho 
United States Marshal in the Southern District of Hew York 
reflected that BROTHMAN was romovod to. the Federal Peniten- 
tiary at Atlanta, Georgia, on August 28, 1951*
